December 21 to March 21 it will 
commence its return toward the light 
of day. 


Exactly opposite conditions pre- 


vail at the South Pole. At 9;04 to- 
night a person at the pole would see 
the sun for the first 
time in 
six 


months, low on the rim of the hori- 
zon, to be visible without break 'for 
a half-year. 
Day by day .the sun 


will creep higher and higher into the 
skies, shedding a warmth little felt 
because of the influence of the eter- 
nal ice fields south of the Antarctic 
circle, which prevent the tempera- 
ture ever from rising above freez- 
ing. The sun will continue to rise 
until December 21, when it will stand 
231 degrees above the horizon, its 
maximum heighth there, but lower 
than that at which it is ever seen in 
American latitudes. 
Beginning De- 


cember 21, it will commence to retro- 
grade toward the horizon .and an- 
other six months of darkness. 


Strange shifts in the winds will 


commence to become manifest 
in 


various quarters of the world due to 
the recession of the northern hemis- 
phere from the sun's rays, and the 
advancing of the southern into them. 
The great winds of the. world, the 
planetary winds, as the meteorolo- 
gists call them, are entirely regulat- 
ed by the earth's change in presen- 
tation to the sun's rays. 


Because the southern hemisphere 


receives more warmth after today 
than 
the 
northern, the so-called 


thermal equator 
or zone of 
the 


world's maximum reception of heat 
from the sun 'and the > equatorial Belt 
of low atmospheric pressure will 
move south across the equator. This 
low pressure belt is caused by warm 
ascending currents, which push the 
air away from above the equator. 


Simultaneously the belts of high 


atmospheric pressure -which gird the 
earth approximately -at the Tropics 
of Cancer and Capricorn will com- 
mence to move southward. 
Marin- 


ers will find the doldrums, or zone 
of calms, which prevails at the e- 
quatorial zone 
of 
low 
pressure 


moved south. 
The horse latitudes, 


at the high pressure belts, where 
light capricious winds prevail, like- 
wise will have moved south. 
The 


trade winds, which blow steadily be- 
tween the horse latitudes and the 
doldrums, 
sweep more 
southerly 


latitudes. 


A peculiar quirk is introduced in 


the northeast trades by the autumn- 
al equinox. 
These 
trade 
winds, 


which Mow from the North Atlantic 
and Pacific to the equator usually 
ends at the doldrums at the equator

More storms and cold 
weather 


will occur in the northern hemis- 
phere, 'pausing "winter" because the 
lack of heat and 
warm ascending 


currents overland will permit 
the 


bitter cold and amazingly swift up,- 
per air currents to move down near- 
er the surface of the earth.
